His long critique of the inter- 
ational situation appeared to be 
a Soviet answer to the Marshall 
plan, for he offered a blueprint 
for European cooperation and de- 
clared outright “the U.S.S.R. will 
put out all errorts in seeing that 
the Marshall plan is not realized.” 
Zhdanov was the Soviet delegate 
to the Comintern meeting at 
which the intention te sight the 
Marshall plan was announced. 

“As the Munich policy in the 
past untied Hitler’s hands for ag- 
4yression, so concessions to the 
new course of the United States 
and the imperialist camp can only 
take inspirers more impertinent 
and aggressive,” Zhdanov declar- 
ed. 
Zhdanov placed the _ Soviet 
Union at the head of the “anti- 
umperialist’” camp. In this he list- 
ed the nations in the Soviet 
phere of influence, the Indone- 
Sian republic, the Viet-Nam re- 
public in Indo-China, and, as 
“sympathetic,” India, Egypt and 
Syria.

‘However, three enatotts of par- 
liament cover two years, which

THE JAMES FAMILY 

by F. O. Matthiessen (Knopf $6.75) 

An Irishman who came to this 
country, settled in Albany and 
made a fortune was the founder 
of a family, one of the greatest 
products or at least happenstances 
of American life, of which four 
members are the subjects of this 
“group biography:” ‘Henry James, 


son of the original immigrant, 
Henry’s daughter Alice and his 


two sons William the psychologist 
and philosopher and Henry the 
novelist. 

Henry Senior, friend of Emer- 
son, anti-Calvinist, equalitarian, 
pegleg and something of a stam- 
merer, determined to provide for 
his children in Europe the ‘“‘sen- 
suous” education which the states 
did not afford. It was fantasti- 
cally informal and from the peda- 
gogic point of view no education 
at all, yet it helped to form two 
of our most distinguished men of 
letters, William the professor who 
later regarded it as inadequate 
and Henry who found in it what 
ne thought answered his needs— 
or William who taught us the 
“cash-value of an idea” and as 
pragmatist submitted his philoso- 
phy to the test of the senses and 
Henry who is regarded as one of 
our most influential novelists and 
yet is perhaps the least sensuous 
of them all. 

Matthiessen’s huge opus incor- 
porates passages long and short 
from the letters, essays and papers 
of the four leading characters; 
their criticisms, often stern and 
always uncompromising, of one 
another and of Emerson, Carlyle, 
Hawthorne, Europe, America, pol- 
itics society, fiction, science; and 
connective comments and _inter- 
pretations by the author. If it re- 
veals less about their age than 
might be expected, it reveals more 
about them than any work on any 
single James could do; they were 
natives of the James family and 
of no other country, it was said. 

In Henry's opinion, “the multi- 
tude has absolutely no taste,” or 
so little that no writer should both- 
er to satisfy it. Such a notion 
would be incomprehensible to a 
let of fiction writers nowadays, 
but Henry produced his novels on 
the basis of it, and so does Mat- 
thiessen this critical study.

Child Bodies 
Have Protection 


BY RENNIE TAYLOR 

YOSEMITE (#) — Children’s 
bodies have a protective mechan- 
ism which postpones their growth 
when they cannot get enough to 
eat, Dr. John B. Youmans, nutri- 
tion expert, reported today. 

This delay mechanism prevents 
to scme extent the aging of young 
bones and shie'ds the chiid against 
the onset of certain diszases due 
to undernutrition, Dr. Youmans 
said in a paper prepared for deliv- 
ery at the annual seminar on den- 
tal medicine. 

Dr. Youmans, who dicected nu- 
trition activities for the American 
army in Et-ope during the clos- 
ing stages of World War Ii, cited 
surveys by various reseerchers in- 
dicating arrest of the growth pro- 
cess for periods ranging from six 
to 23 months without disastrous 
effects to the youngsters. 

The surveys were made on 
children in France, Spain ana 
Germany. In general they indicat- 
ed that children continued to 
maintain a nearby weight at the 
expense of height. A slowdown 
in bone development, revealed by 
x-ray pictures, suggested that the 
aging process had been stayed, 
and that opportunity remained 
for later growth in the skeletal 
structure, 

This delay due to insufficient 
food cannot continue indefinitely 
without adverse effects, he said. 
If the deficiency is mild the young- 
ster can resume the growth pro- 
cess, and the individual acquires 
“the stature or nearly the stature 
which he would have obtained 
otherwise. With a mild deficiency 
of shorter duration, probably no 
iia can be detected subsequent- 
y.”
